POLITICAL EXCITEMENT. 

The two great political parties bold 
their conventions next month and hun- 
dreds of thousands are conjecturing as 
to their action. The country is about 
to enter upon what is likely to be another 
season of unusual political excitement. 
The newspapers are busy interviewing 
and guessing. They confidentially give 
to their readers the feelings and wishes 
of the possible nominees, as though they 
were on tap iu the editor’s sanctum; 
they positively state the political opinion 
of millions of voters as though a personal 
canvass had been made; they boldly 
juggle with the statistics of past elec¬ 
tions to strengthen their predictions and 
whoever may be nominated, and what¬ 
ever may be the result of the November 
election these, same newspapers will 
calmly and sagely remark "We told you 
so." Consistency is not in their cata¬ 
logue of virtues. Excitement is not 
necessarily hurtful; a certain amount of 
it is absolutely beneficial. The body 
politic would stagnate were it not for 
the quickening given it by recurring 
campaigns. They keep the body in 
healthful glow. 

The danger is, however, that excite¬ 
ment may run into fever. It is a ques¬ 
tion whether a national election every 
four years is oot too frequent an occur¬ 
rence. France holds her Presidential 
election once in every seven years. 
Allowance should be made, however, for 
the excitability of the French temper- 
ment. The human body is said to un¬ 
dergo a complete change once every 
seven years, and It may be that the 
body politic should be made to do so. 
This question of what should be the 
length of the Presidential term can only 
be answered, however, by actual ex -1 
perience. Excitement sufficient to rouse 
from political indifference and to lead to 
thought and action is most desirable, 
but excitement which deprives men of 
their judgment is to be - greatly de¬ 
precated. The mixed character of our 
population makes it s comparatively 
easy matter sometimes to win an elec¬ 
tion by appeals to passion and prejudice. 
The balance is often so even that a very 
little added carries it for the one or the 
other party. The alliterative factor in 
the campaign of 1884 no doubt won the 
day for the Democracy. An unfortunate 
phrase turned the scales. In the heat 
of excitement enough 1 'were probably in¬ 
fluenced to decide the contest. 

Elections emphasize the fact of citizen¬ 
ship in a great Republic and the im¬ 
portance of a right use of the privilege 
of the franchise. If every voter fully 
appreciated the value of this privilege it 
would be too high-priced to be bought. 
The man who sells his political birth¬ 
right is qnworthy the name of American. 

In the* xhidst of the political excite¬ 
ment of the next few months let us not 
be swerved from the path which our 
judgment and sense of patriotic duty 
point out to us as being the right one to 
follow. *
